A few days ago Generul Chaffee was
cabled that he could have either the
command of the department of the east
or the department of the lakes, if he
desired to come home at this time. He
was Informed that the retirement of
General Brooke afforded an opportun-
Ity of making either change he deslred.
The cablegram closed with a commen-
dation by the secretary of wur of Gen-
eral Chaffee's service In China and the
FPhilipplnes. A reply was received But-
urday from General Chaffee stating
that he left the matter entirely with
the department, but that he would pre-
fer New York In case he was relleved
in the Phillppines. He suggested that
September 30 would be w good date to
mike any chunge in the command of
the Phillppines. These dispatches were
sent to President Roosevelt at Oyster
Bay, who consulted with Secretary
Root and the secretury directed the
order to be Issued relleving General
Chaffee und placing General Davis In
command,

BACK TO WORK
IN FATAL MINE

State Geologist Thinks Mar-
tinique Explosion May
Have Caused Trouble.

By Exclusive Wire from The Assoeiated Press.

Johnstown, Pa., July 14.—Operations
today were started in every section of
the Rolling Mill mine of the Cambria
Stecl company except the. Klondike,
where the [utul explosion of Thursday
acenrred,

The inquest will prabably not he held
hefore next Thursday, No more hodles
were hrought out or have been discov-
ered and the mine has apparently heen
explored fully. Nevertheless,  some
miners say that many bodies will still
be found therein.

The officials #t the mine office «way
that the only place where any bodies
may he found hereafter is in the aban-
doned workings, where sume of the men
might have run in trying to escape
from the explosion. The tracks In soimne
places are still eovered with rubbish,
and [t is possible thal some bodies may
be found under that when it has been
cleaned up,

With the resumption of work in the
inine today following the burial of all
but a few of the dead yesterday. the
Intense strain has relaxed, excitement
I8 dylng out and everyday affulrs are
beginning to resume their normal
course.

Harvisburg, July 14 —Colonel Henry
0. Demming, of this city, acting state
gealogist, hus written g letter to Mine
Inspector Evans at Johnstown, sug-
gesting that: the apparent uplifting of
i part of the state of Pennsylvanin,
caused by the recent earthquakes In
Martinique and other Islands of the
West Indies, may possibly have been
the direct or remote cause of the catus-
trophe at the Rolling Mill mine,

Colonel Demming has also written to
Charles D. Wolcott, director of the
United States geological survey at
Washington, D, C,, ealling attention to
several rifts of earth and rock that
have been found In Pennsylvinla since
he made his report in June, also to the
record of the mercurial barometers in
the United States weather bureau at
Harrlsburg that in May and June this
city and vicinity had been uplifted
nearly seven feet,

Up to midnight, no additional bodles
have been discovered In the Islondike
mine, although partis: have s2areehid
all of the several headings tor unfor-
tunates. Superintendent Robinson says
the only place where dead men might
be found now would be in some abun-
doncd part of the mine, where the
miners, in thelr desperation, might
have strayed.

In addition to the miners who went

TAFT INSTRUCTED

The important point of these instrue-
tlons were that the friars should be
withdrawn and upon this question the
administention remalns firm.

FIGHT TO A FINISH.

Freight Handlers Will Make No Con-
cession, and Railway Men Are
Equally Firm,

Chicago, July 14.—While the whole-
sale business of this clty is nlmost com-
pletely paralyzed and while its business
men are suffering a loss of $1,000,000
per day, the striking freight handlers
and the rallways are In a deadlock, and
announce thelr determination te fight
to the finish over the question of one-
half @ cent per hour per man, or a total
of about §300 for every twenty-four
hours, this sum being divided on one
slde between twenty-four railways and
on the other between 10,000 men.

The situntion tonight is more serlous
than at any time since the commence-
ment of the trouble, and at no time
sinee the walk-out have the polnts at
isgue been so obstinately maintained.
Three thmes today the frelght handlers
sent committees to meet the general
managers, and three times they came
buclk without result,

The committee that went to the Mil-
waukee and 8t 'Paul road cume back
bearing the Informution that they had
been refused admission, and that thelr
former employers clulmed that they
had all the men necessary In thelr
business, und that hereafter no depus
tatlons would be recelved from em-
ployes who hud gone on sirike, The
officiala of the road declared later that
they would maintain this position,

After this had been discussed at the
headguurters of the strikers, President
Curran announced that the fight was
on to a finish, and that hereafter when
the rollways had any overtures to muke
or wished to do any business with their
employes, they would be compelled to
transgact such buginess through the offi-
cers of the frelght handlers' unlon,

A meeting of 0 majority of the pro-
